Commission Members Approve 
Negotiations With Maranatha 


Planning Commission 
members put to rest for now 
any more complaints about 
Maranatha School activities 
last Thursday when they un¬ 
animously accepted all points 
in principal William R. Mc¬ 
Kinley’s letter which he read 
at the community meeting. 

Salient points accepted by 
the school following a nego¬ 
tiating meeting Nov. 12, 
moderated by City Admins- 
trator Jim McRea, were as 
follows: 

— The gate at Coburn will 
continue to be locked until 
it can be determined if there 
is a right to public access; 

— The parking lot will be 
locked each evening and will 
not be open until 7 a.m. for 
faculty, 7:30 for students; 

— The vast majority of field 
activities will be conducted 
between the hours of 8 a.m. 
and 5:30 p.m. The only signi¬ 
ficant exception to this would 
be a football conditioning 
class during the six-week 
summer school program con¬ 
ducted from 5 to 7 p.m.; 


— Whenever possible, buses 
will drop off students at an¬ 
other location following even¬ 
ing athletic events so that stu¬ 
dents will not be returning to 
the campus after 10 p.m.; 

— In the future any proposed 
developments planned by 
Maranatha must be noticed 
to the neighbors of the 
school. 

McKinley offered, “1 don’t 
believe we can make a pro¬ 
posal to please everyone. No 
set of conditions will satisfy 
everybody. I feel it’s pre¬ 
mature to add more restric¬ 
tions to our conditional use 
permit.” 

Terrel Collier announced 
he was there as a representa¬ 
tive of the signers of his peti¬ 
tion which brought charges 
of .unnecessary noise in the 
neighborhood earlier this 
year. 

Margaret Buckner refuted 
his stance as representative 
by advising the commisssion 
members that she had called 
a great number of those who 
had signed the petition and 


they stated they had misun¬ 
derstood what he was “get¬ 
ting them to sign.” She ex¬ 
plained that they signed only 
because of what they were 
afraid might happen such as 
parking on Canon, the build¬ 
ing of a gymnasium and 
lights constructed on the 
field. None of these is plan¬ 
ned, she stated. 

“Mr. Collier does not rep¬ 
resent everyone who signed 
that petition,” she con¬ 
cluded. 

Kay Epperson stated that 
she was one of those peti¬ 
tion-signers who is sorry she 
signed. “1 have second 
thoughts. I regret I’ve signed 
the petition. I hope we recon¬ 
sider and support this school.” 

Jack Hughes suggested that 
to pass any type of legisla¬ 
tion or restrictions on the 
school “would not be wise.” 
They deserve a “shake down” 
period, he said. 

Each commission member 
agreed that Maranatha is 
making “a sincere attempt 
to solve the problems. I think 


it’s a little early to modify the 
CUP yet,” Ross Tyree said. 

Fred Wesley “strongly con¬ 
curred” with Tyree as did 
all other commission mem¬ 
bers by voting affirmatively 
on accepting the five con¬ 
siderations listed earlier. 

The commission also passed 
Ordinance No. 988 which 
specifies descriptions of the 
difference between single 
family dwellings, modular 
homes and motels. 

Minimum unit sizes specify 
no R-1 structure shall contain 
less than 1250 square feet and 
the minimum width is no less 
than 15 feet. 

Single family dwellings 
must have exterior walls of 
brick, wood, stucco, metal, 
concrete or other similar 
material. And before ap¬ 
proving a conditional use 
permit for a “move-on,” the 
planning commission must 
determine that the structure 
will have “no detrimental 
effect on the living environ¬ 
ment or property values of 
the area.”

AVOID BAD BUTTONS 


In a film entitled, "What Do You think?”, 
psychologist David Elkind demonstrates how 
children of different ages think. He discusses 
various holidays with a little 4-year-old, trying 
to get the religious implications and signifi¬ 
cance of such holidays as Halloween, Thanks¬ 
giving, Christmas and New Years. 

He asks the little girl about Thanksgiving. 
She said, “You eat turkey, but you don’t get 
presents.” That’s true, isn’t It? 

Yet, traditionally our national holiday of 
Thanksgiving is a time of being thankful for 
all the gifts in this land of plenty. But per¬ 
haps the little girl was right 

If we would just stop and reflect, I think 
that we could see that God has showered us, 
as individuals and as a nation, with gifts of 
all kinds. But all too often, we see life as a 
burden to be borne rather than as a gift to be 
enjoyed, appreciated and used. We who have 
been given so much are expected to use our 
gifts wisely — “for to whom much is given, 
much shall be required.” 

Jesus told a story about a man who was 
leaving on a trip and left his servants in charge 
of all his property. The master was aware of 
the different abilities of these servants and 
entrusted various amounts according to their 
ability. The servant who had been entrusted 
with a huge amount of coins (five talents) 
invested at once and earned an equal amount. 
The servants who received two talents’ worth 
did equally well, doubling his amount. But the 
poor man who was entrusted with just one 
talent’s worth was afraid and buried the money 
in the ground. 

When the master returned, he commended 
the two servants who had taken a risk and 
Invested the money, but he was very harsh 
with the one-talent individual who was afraid 
and had merely returned the amount given to 
him with no yield because he had simply 
buried it. 

As parables do, this story evokes a re- 
spone In us and we start identifying with one 
or more of the characters. The other night I 
saw an interview with Leontyne Price, that re¬ 
markable woman with the 10-talent voice. She 
even referred to herself matter-of-factly In terms 
of this parable, as having been entrusted 
with talent which she had cultivated and used 
In such a way that she called It both a burden 
and a joy. 

She said, “The sheer joy of such a gift 
will keep you youthful, challenged and excited. 
But as In the Parable of the Talents, the burden 
is uncompromising — to be the best you can 
be. It carries with it the demand for over¬ 
whelming sacrifices, but the rewards are over¬ 
whelming.” She said, “You love yourself as a 
vessel of beauty.” 

Now, most of us don’t see ourselves In 
this way. We are more likely to view ourselves 
as a one- or two-talent person, and perhaps 
we sympathize with the “worthless” servant. 

But I think that Jesus is trying to get us 
to see that faith, which is a respon to what 
God has done, cannot remain a sterile pos¬ 
session which wo treasure and put away. It 
must bo put to work in order to accrue Interest 
In the Kingdom of God. 

We all have special gifts which God has 
given us. Lot’s use them wisely and be grato- 
ful. 

As wo gather abou our table to eat turkey, 
let us say “thank you” for all the presents.

VEGETABLE IVORY 9 

BUTTONS, in the past, the 'j||^ 

dyes on these buttons faded, 

and while manufacturers now produce a button 
colored with fast dyes, there are still a few “vege¬ 
table ivory’’ buttons left on the market which fade. 
Be sure to give the buttons close attention when you 
buy a garment, especially on “sale” or on “clear¬ 
ance” items. 

PLASTIC AND POLY-STYRENE BUTTONS. 

Major problem here is one of susceptibility to heat. 
If it’s a thermo-plastic button it may lose its shape 
when heat is applied, and may even dissolve in 
cleaning! 

GLASS BUTTONS. Pretty, but a problem. 
Break in handling and often cut the fabric they’re 
fastened to. If you treasure your glass buttons, why 
not ask us to remove them before cleaning? or snip 
them off before bringing the garment in. 

COVERED BUTTONS. Some covered buttons 
are-'Stuffed with a fibrous material that releases a 
brown dye in cleaning. Like the vegetable ivory dye, 
this one can be difficult to remove. 

When buying buttons — whether you’re buying 
a garment or loose buttons — check in these points. 
FIRST, IF THE BUTTONS ITSELF IS DYE FAST, 
AND SECOND, WHETHER IT IS IMPERVIOUS 
TO HEAT AND CLEANING. 

And for good cleaning — buttons and all — 

BRING THEM TO

Ralph Hurwit of Ralph’s 
Shoe Store on Baldwin came 
to Sierra Madre from Long 
Island in 1935 with his bro¬ 
ther, Sol. For Sol it was a 
happy return to a local gal 
he fell in love with the year 
before while he was on a 
visit with his aunt. 

For Ralph, though, it was 
not a happy occasion since he 
was moving away from the 
woman he loved and he 
wouldn’t see her again for a 
year. 

Sol married immediately 
and went to work in his wife’s 
father’s wholesale shoe busi¬ 
ness. Ralph joined him. 

A long year later, Ralph 
sent for Ann and married her. 

Ralph continued to work 
for Sol’s father-in-law until 
the desirgkq bq selj-emplpyed, 
overwh’^pied him. So, in 
1945, he bought out Olsen’s 
Shoe Store which was across 
the street from where he is 
now. He sold out all the 
stock for the widowed Mrs. 
Olsen and has been a Sierra 


Madre merchant ever since. 

One of the things Ralph 
had to adapt to over his 
years retailing shoes was the 
heavy use of advertising to 
manipulate shoe fashions. 
We all know how fast styles 
change for clothes. The same 
thing happens for shoes. 

In Ralph’s words, “If you 
don’t sell out a style (be¬ 
fore it changes), you’ll never 
get rid of it. ’’ 

To deter the hazards of 
shifting styles, Ralph only 
carries medium-priced, good 
quality shoes. Shoes made of 
leather and generally natural 
crepe (natural rubber.) He 
also can fit most anybody 
since he carries sizes up to 15 
for men, 11 for women, with 
a wide range of widths for 
bothvi'i ' 

And it’s paid off, since 
Ralph estimates a third of his 
business comes from town, 
and the rest comes from out, 
most of whom are steady 
customers.

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Santa Lives — Ask Joe Delgatto 


Ralph Hurwit In his Shoe Store 


It’s really true — Santa lives. And he’s among 
us here in Sierra Made. 

Joe Delgatto Sr. has been the official Santa 
Claus of other cities as well as Sierra Madre, 
from Altadena all the way to the eastern side of the 
valley. And about this time of year people 
throughout the San Gabriel Valley are looking for 
some helpers to fill the shoes of the really big Santa 
in the sky who sweeps down upon towns all around 
the world on Christmas Eve. 

Delgatto is successful because of the way he’s 
built, he says. “They poke me in the tummy, 
then tell their firends, ‘You can tell him everything 
because he’s real.

Delgatto has been a volunteer Santa for a 
good many years. First in Lake Geneva, ^ is., 40 
years ago, when his children were small he would 
appear at their school as Santa. Soon the Chamber 
of Commerce heard about him. When the Delgattos 
moved to Sierra Madre, he worked the schools 
here as well as other cities. 

“For the last four years 1 have been receiving 
payment at some of my jobs. Before that though it 
was strictly voluntary,” he explains. 

W hy does he allow himself to be stepped on, 
hugged, wet on, sat on and poked? 

Because 1 love children and I like to make them 


happy,” the jovial retired cleaner says. 

He doesn’t seem to mind the 12 to 14 hours a 
day he spends at the job, especially when it means 
going to a sick child’s home to cheer him up. 

“Yes, I always have two uniforms just in case 
I need a change when an over-anxious child sits on 
my lap. And I only go to schools of children 5th 
grade and lower” because three school children in 
7th grade once ganged up on him, kicked him and 
pulled his hat off. “That was it. I only deal with 
young school kids, little children or adults at 
parties,” he says. 

“People I knew 33 years ago come back and sit 
on Santa’s lap. And people bring their day-old 
children to see me, and I al^o had a couple 80 
years old who had just been married stop by to have 
their picture taken with Santa.

“Of course. Where do you live?” he says and 
the date is set.

Arnold’s Buyer Reveals 6 Secrets to Success 


Nell Maloney at Arnold’s 


Nell Maloney has come up 
with six commandments for 
the success of Arnold’s Hard¬ 
ware Store in Sierra Madre 
and leading the list is “Know 
Your Customer.” 

The buyer for Arnold’s 
since 1969 lists the second 
commandment “Never buy 
too much so if it lays an 
egg you only have six eggs 
instead of a dozen.” 

Commandment No. 3: Buy 
frequently for a small store 
and have only small quan¬ 
tities on hand. 

No. 4: Plan a range of 
merchandise — inexpensive 
but in good taste, also one- 
of-a-kind items. The secret is 
in knowing the value of the 
merchandise, Nell says. 


She adds that No. 5 com¬ 
mandment is spending plenty 
of time in the store. “Large 
store buyers don’t have the 
opportunity to be in the store 
often enough. If you have 
knowledge of the product, 
know how it’s made and 
know, for instance, the dif¬ 
ference between lead crystal 
and regular crystal, the job 
is easier.” 

The sixth commandment 
is service and personal con¬ 
tact. “You don’t just sell the 
pan, you give the recipe that 
goes with it,” Nell explains. 

Bob Hatfield, manager/ 
part owner of the store adds, 
“I’ve seen Nell buy for a 
particular customer.” 

Speaking of customers. 


have they changed? Yes, now 
there’s a younger set coming 
in. 

“And what’s interesting to 
me is that our customers 
are educated. You’ve got to 
be the first with a product, 
not the second. When some¬ 
thing becomes popular in the 
market, we’re through with 
it.

had to close here because 
of “lack of interest and lack 
of funding” by community 
members. 

The Sierra Madre Police 
Department has supported the 
program and has been avail¬ 
able on a 24-hour basis to 
answer calls coming into the 
hot line. 

Rickard says the program 
has educated over 5000 stu¬ 
dents in the Pasadena area 
besides serving various parent 
groups throughout the valley 
area free of charge. 

Rickard says he went to 
First Church of the Nazarene 
in Pasadena, Bethany and 
Congregational Churches of 
Sierra Madre to ask for sup¬ 
port by the churches. They 
explained that their budgets 
are not set up to take on more 
responsibilities, Sgt. Chris 
Christensen of the Sierra 
Madre Police reports. 

Christensen .says the pro¬ 
gram has been shut down 
for the time being until fi¬ 
nances are available. “In the 
three years of the program 
we have come to the point 
of no more funding for edu¬ 
cation and for the hot line 
efforts. The program costs 
$30,000 a year for one in¬ 
dividual to run the hot line 
and lecture,” he explains. 

Project Alert still operates 
out of Shasta County from 
the Yreka Police Department. 
Private contributions are 
what keeps the program go¬ 
ing up there. 

Why don’t we have con¬ 
tributions done here? Chris¬ 
tensen explains that people 
are not coming forward to 
help. “We haven’t had any¬ 
one in the schools here for a 
year. We have had a hot line 
with no contacts.”
